America and Labour. 


America is in the throes of a strike 
which, if successful, will effect a 
drastic change in the relations between 
Capital an. Labour in the United States. 


| More than 280,000 steel-workers are on 


strixe. The causes are purely of an indus- 
trial nature. The men claim the right 
to collective bargaining, higher wages, and 
a 48-hour week. Altogether some twenty 
States are affected, but Pennsylvania, 
IUineis and Ohio are the centres of d‘s- 
turbance. In the Pittsburg district 
several of the Carnegie plants have teen 
ferced to close down, and-others are operat- 
ing with considerably reduced staffs, Here 
alone 71,000 men have struck work. In 
the Chicago district 87,000 workers are said 
to be affected. The famous Bethlehem 
Steel Company has not yet replied to the 
Union's demand for a conference, but fears 
are entertained that, in the event of the 
company’s refusal, its 35,000 employés 
will join their diseorltented comrades. 
Riotiog has taken place in several 
of the affected areas, in which, so 
far, one man has been killed, four, it is 
feared, fatally wounded, and scores in- 
jured. Numerous arrests have been made. 
The American strike bids fair to be the 
greatest Labour upheaval on record. Em- 
ployers and workers recognise that the 
struggle may prove to be both long and 
bitter, but neither party shows signs of 
surrender. The Senate has ordered an in. 


| vestigation, which may begin to-morrow, 


when representatives of both sides will be 
called to Washington to state their respec- 
Sympathetic movements are 
already on foot, and the seamen on the ore- 
carrying lake boats in the Chicago district 
have voted in favour of supporting the 
steel-workers. | 

This great conflict is due, no doubt, in 
part to the infection of world unrest, but

chiefly to the fact that Labour in America 
is awakening to a knowledge of its power. 
Organised Labour in America is a genera- 
tion behind English trade unionism in its 
development. There are organisations in 
abundance, but effective co-ordination 
never has been achieved, and the right of 
“collective bargaining " never conceded by 
the employers. To British workingmen 
the demand for a 48-hour week will seem 
strange, because people on this side of the 
Atlantic are prone to the belief that in 
America the working classes live in a sort 
of paradise, where they get enormous wages 
and enjoy all the privileges of short hours. 
It is true that the American workman gets 
high wages. In some trades he gets as much 
as six dollars—nominally 25s.—per day ; 
but he must work hard. Consequently the 
individual! rate of production in America is 
considerably higher than in the United 
Kingdom, and, although the wages paid to 
Labour are very high, the total cost of pro- 
duction enables American industrialists to 
compete with our firms even in our own 
markets. The steel trade is a case in point. 
American steel at present can be sold in 
Europe at a price which virtually pre- 
cludes British competition. The American 
workers are aware of this fact, and obviously 
have determined to reap a larger share of 
the fruits of their toil. So far the 
policy of “ca’canny”” has been unknown 
in America, and production has steadily 
increased as a result. What permanent 
effect the present upheaval will have upon 
American production it is impossible to 
say; but, temporarily, at any rate, the 
— of steel must show a considerable 
all, 

The obvious duty of British Labour, 
therefore, is to work more than ever. That 
America is our greatest and most dangerous 
competitor in the steel industry is a fact 
which cannot be gainsaid. Although every 
sane man will deplore the American Labour 
trouble, still it would be folly to ignore 
the fact that a drop in American output, 
ceteris paribus, would give British industry 
“a breather “ during which it might recoup 
the strength that has been so sorely tried 
by recent events. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, Britain, too, is threatened with 
further trouble. At present a great strike 
of ironmoulders is in progress, while Mr. 
J. H. Thomas, M.P., declared yesterday 
that a rupture in the railway world seemed 
inevitable, and that the situation on the 
railways was “more serious than ever be- 
fore.” The ironmoulders’ strike is sheer 
folly. Had the men waited for another

Railways in War. 


Yesterday Sir Eric Geddes, the Minister 
of Transport, took over from other Minis- 
tries the powers transferred to him under 
the Ministry of Transport Act. The first 
result of the change is the automatic ex- 
tinction, in its present form, of the Rail- 
way Executive Committee of Great Britain. 
We assume that, by the same transfer, 
the functions of the Irish Railway Execu- 
tive Committee have come to an end, and 
that the Ministry's Irish representative, 
Mr. H. G. Burgess, will appoant 
new body—or, possibly, the same body 
under another name. 
mittee came into being with the de 
claration of war im August, 1914. The 
Regulation of the Forces Act of 1871, as 
The Times reminds us, empowered the 
Government to take over all the railways 
in the United Kingdom in the event of 
war. The arrangements which came into 
effect in 1914 had been planned by the 
Railway War Council nearly two years pre- 
viously, and the loyal co-operation of the 
various companies brought them into 
operation swiftly and without a hitch. At 
the outbreak of war the Board of Trade 
assumed control of 130 railways, with a 
tetal mileage of 21,331, and entrusted their 
administration to a committee of twelve 
general managers. The trafic imposed by 
war conditions confronted the Committee 
with a series of the most formidable 
problems. Hundreds of thousands of men 
were transported every week, including not 
enly the men of the expeditionary forces, 
but these whe were being exchanged be- 
tween dépéts and training camps at home. 
Moreover, the war made drastic demands 
on the companies’ rolling stark. At the 
end of 1925 they were requirel to send 300 
locomotives fo France. In ail more than 
800 locomotives and 30,000 waggons were 
sent to the different theatres of war, and 
many miles of railway line were trans- 
ferred from Great Britain to facilitate the 
advance of our Armies on the western 
front. Naturally, the home population 
paid a good deal in comfort and pocket for 
these sacrifices. Passenger train services 
were curtailed severely. The Government, 
after many ineffective warnings to the 
public, put an embargo on travelling by a 
surcharge of 50 per cent. on all fares éxcept 
workmen's and season tickets. The coal 
trouble became acute at the beginning of 
1918, and greatly increased both the Com- 
mittee’s difficulties and the discomfort of 
travelling. Another problem was created 
by the serious reduction of staffs. In 1915 
the railway companies of Great Britain 
employed 618,000 servants. In 1918 the 
number had fallen to 601,000, including 
women; but some relicf was afforded by 
the gradual reduction of mileage, which 
shrank by 40 per cenf. in the five years of 
war. Since November, 1918, the railways 
have played a chief part in the demobilisa- 
tion of nearly three and a half millions of 
men. It is a magnificent record, the con- 
templation of which should put all 
grumblers to shame. For the purposes of 
war the British railways proved to be the 
most efficient in the world. The public in- 
convenience, unpleasant though it wag for 
an. ease-loving and orderly country, was 
negligible in comparison with that which 
existed in the other belligerent countries.

Anglo-German Marriages, 

British patriotism has been distressed by 
recent reports of fhe development of a too 
cordial entente between our troops on the 
Rhine and the young women of Germany. 
The statement of a returned warrior that 
twenty-three British scldiers were married 
to German women in one day at Cologne 
Cathedral received widespread publicity in 
the Press. Less disconcerting, but still 
Cispleasing, were the stories that at 
Cologne and other places crowds of discon- 
solate frdulcin wept over our departing 
battalions. These reports have naw re- 
ceived an emphatic contradiction from the 
War Office. The British Commander-in- 
Chief. on the Rhine describes them as 
“absolutely untrue.” No marriages be- 
tween British soldiers and German girls 
have taken place at Cologne Cathedral or, 


anywhere in the occupied territories. The 
Commander-in-Chief asks the British Press 
to discourage such false statements, 
“which cause great annoyance to troops 
here.” The contradiction—especially its 
last sentence—will be received with satis- 
faction and relief. British fathers and 
mothers will be troubled no longer by fears 
of their sons falling victims to twentieth- 
century Lérelei. From the public point of 
view the supposed entente was undesirable. 
From the personal point of view, such 
Anglo-German marriages, whether the 
married lives were led in Britain or in 
Germany, would have less than the average 
prospect of happiness. We fancy, how- 
ever, that feminine vanity was a not in- 
considerable factor in the wounded feelings 
of the British public. Here, if the reports 
were true, was another case of spretaec 
injuria formac. British girls were deeply 
hurt by the suggestion that British lads 
had preferred the charms of Teutonic 
sirens to their own.

THE DECLINE OF 
DAIRYING. 


INQUIRY OPENED IN CORK. 


EVIDENCE OF SOUTH OF 
TRELAND EXPERTS, 


The Departmental Commitiee appointed to 
inquire into the decline of dairying im Ireland 
commenced the hearing of evidence .at 10.30 
o'clock yesterday mourning in Cork Courthouse. 


Mr. B. H. Barton, D.L. (Chairman), presided, 


and other members in attendance were:— 


Messrs. R. A. Anderson, Harold Barbour, 


Patrick Bradley, T.C., and Thomas Duggan 


(Chairman North Tipperary County Council). 
The Chairman explained the purpose for 


which they were assembled—viz., to inquire and 


report upon the decline of dairying in Ireland. 
The Committees were there with oren minds, 
and they uired the various bodies and 
individuals in é 
what information they could, and, as regarded 
a price, to find a happy medium between the 
price to the consumer and the money returned 
to the producer. 

Mr. D. Horgan, J.P., T.C. (Chairman of the 


Cork Butter Market Trustees) said that his 


body were most desirous to advance by every 


means in their power dairying interesta and 


any other interests for the welfare of-~ the 


country. In recent times there was a serious 
falling off in the production of butter, which 
he attributed to the shortage of milk on the 


farms. From 1917 up to the present time 
there had been a marked decline in the pro- 


duction of butter. In 1918, the weather being 


dry, but cold, the output was also unfavour- 
able for farming orerations, with the result 


that butter wae the lowest of al] farm produce, 


and, as regarded price, its remunerative effects 
were very poor.
